NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The celebration of Christmas is becoming year by year less religious and 
more socialin character, It is a national holiday rather than a holy day of 
the Church. In past centuries Jews have frequently found themselves drawn 
into participation with their fellow-citizens of other creeds, with celebrations 
originally religious, but in course of time, national. It is always difficult to 
define the limits to which Jews may goin this regard. Some Christians now send 
New Year’s cards to Jews on the first of Tishri, a Jewish religious festival. 
Tn a recent lecture Mr. Israel Abrahams quoted a passage from a Rabbinical 
responsum (ny) from which it appeared that some Christians in the Middle 
Ages were wont.to send presents of leavened bread to their Jewish friends 
on the last night of Passover, so that the Jews might partake of the ordinary 
bread immediately on the conclusion of the Passover. Attentions like this 
cement the cordiality of the relations between Jew and Christian, and we 
can conceive no valid objection to a Jew sending a greeting of a ‘ Happy 


It is rather indecorous for a Jew to | 


send such a greeting to another Jew, just as itis a trifle wanting in delicacy 
for Jews to go out of their way to “keep” Christmas. On the other hand, it 
would be somewhat churlish to go ont of one’s way to refase to share in the 
national festivities prevalent at this time of the year, festivities which, as we 
pointed out above, are only secondarily religious. Many theatres now start 
their pantomimes on Christmas Eve, and altogether the anniversary is less 
sacred than social, The line. to be pursued by individual Jews is after all a 
matter of sentiment, and sentiment cannot be reduced to law. Ves 


Jewish soldiering in this country is far from being the mushroom 
phenomenon some people seem to imagine it. As far back as the Protec- 
torate we find a Spanish Jew named Caceres laying before Cromwell 
a plan for the conquest of Chili, and proposing that he should command the 
expedition, The first Jew who held a commission in the British Army was 
the gifted but erratic Joshua Montefiore, uncle of the late Sir Moses 
Montefiore, We was by turns notary, anthor, explorer, soldier and 
journalist. In 1803 George III offered hima knighthood, but he declined 
it. He was in charge of the military arrangements connected with Philip 
Beaver's unfortunate expedition to Bulawa on the West Coast of Africa, and 
In 1509, as an officer in the York Light Infantry, participated in the taking 
of Martinique and Guadaloupe. On retiring from the service he settled in 
America, where he practised as a lawyer, and edited a weekly Loyalist organ. 
Contemporary with him, in America, were two distinguished rebel officers, 
both scions of one of the oldest of the Duke’s Place families —David Franks 
and Isaac Franks. David served as aide-de-camp, with the rank of Major, 
to General Benedict Arnold, and was subsequently entrusted with diplomatic 
missions to France, Spain, Morocco and England. Ilis cousin, Colonel 
Iranks, was the intimate friend and companion of George Washington, 
whom he also served as atde-de-camp. Washington lived for two years in 
Mrank’s Tfouse at Germantown. After the peace of 1783 Isaac Franks 
became prothonotary of the Supreme Court of Philadelphia, 


A century ago professing Jews were exeecdingly few in the British 
Army. There were, however, a good many unbaptised Hebrews enjoying 
commissions by virtue of the wealth of their parents, and living the 
Christian life for the same reason. It must be confessed that in spite of 
their defection from Judaism, they made very efficient officers, and some of 
them founded fighting families of a certain eminence. The fourth son of 
the first Baron d’Aguilar, Solomon d’Aguilar, entered the 2ad Dragoon 
Guards, and became the ancestor of quite a number of distinguished officers, 
His son was a Lientenant-General and a W.C.B., and his grandson, who 
commanded the Woolwi-h District in 1874-9, was General Sir Charles 
Aguilar, GC.B. The Ximenes family followed very much the same 
course. When Moses Nimenes became rich enough to blossom out’ as Sir 
Moris Nimenes, he acquired a captaincy in the Windover Porresters, anil 
subsequently commanded the Wargrove Yeoman Cavalry. His brother 
David joined the 62nd Foot, became a Lieutenant-Gencral, and was 
knighted. A branch of the Mocattas has also taken to the Army. Daniel 
Mocatta, a son of Elias Mocatta, distinguished himself during the Indian 
Mutiny, and was made a Captain at the Siege of Delli, Another Jewish 
officer—in this case a professing Jew—whose gallantry was conspicuous 
during the Mutiny, was Captain TAonel Gomez da Costa. Tle died of 
wounds received at Lucknow, and his services were approvingly recorded in 
fussell’s “ Indian Matiny.” Another very active military family is that of 
the Barrows. son. of: the late Simon Barrow, of Devonshire 
Square, is Major-General de Symons Barrow, and a grandson, Captain 
Hugh Lousada Barrow, was killed three years ago at the battle of Tokar, In 
the Goldsmid family, the descendants of Benjamin Goldsmid have shown a 
marked taste for the army. Major-General Albert Goldsmid had a horse shot 
under him at Waterloo. His brother Lionel was a Lieutenant of Dragoons, 
father of Major-Gencral Sir Frederick Goldsmid, and grandfather of Colonel 
Albert Goldsmitl, ‘ate of the ‘“‘New Exodus.” The Goldsmids, who are a 
Duke’s Place family, are run very close in the matter of military repute by a 
Hambro’ Synagogue family, that of Gompertz. Besides a Major-Creneral, 
the latter have produced a Colonel, a Major or two, and several Captains 
and Lieutenants. In one respect, indeed, the Gompertz clan beat all the 
Jewish military families, for they have supplied the army with a fally 
fledged garrison Chaplain. 


The “Round Table Conference” on Religious Teaching in Board Schools 
is continued in the Review of the Churches of December 15th. The debate 
reveals the fact that party fecling on the question, as between Churchmen 
and Nonconformists, is growing in intensity. The Rev. J. Hirst Hollowell 
thinks that Mr. Riley and his party will have themselves to thank if the 
dispute ultimately leads to the banishment of sacred teaching 
altogether from the Board ~ Schools, a3 this wrangling about 
matters in which people feel so deep a concera is fast becoming 
unseemly and unendurable, and the fublic mind mast come in the end to 
recoil with disgust from attempts to stiffen the relizious ideas of little 
children into day-school creeds. When this stage in public opinion ts 
reached, the electorate will find an easy way out of the difficulty, entting the 
gordian knot by the seculiarisation of the schools. To endow mutually 
destructive opinions ont of the rates he regards as dishonest and bypoeritical, 
The following eminently fair remarks on the Jewish aspect of the question 
are of interest : “If it be trae that partiality is shown to the Jews, that 
matter should be looked into. Jewish holidays and Jewish teachers one can 
understand. Bat anti-Christian teaching would be another matter. I venture 
to doubt whether the teaching given is anti-Christian. Seeing that the Jews 
are a small proportion of the population, and that they reject what Christians 
hold to be the more important half of the Scriptures, ought not a 
conscience clause arrangement to be made for them, to enable their own 
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ministers to give instruction out of school hours ? This would be far 
preferable to distinctively Jewish teaching by Board School teachers—if such 
is really given. The latter would undoubtedly be contrary to the compromise.” 
These views practically agree with those we have often expressed. 
Making allowance for the special circumstances that have called for the 
observance of Jewish holidays and the appointment of Jewish teachers in 
certain Board Schools, the Jewish community do not desire to be a party to 
any infringement of the compromise. 


The sermon delivered by Mr. A. P. Bender, at the St. John’s Wood 
Synagogue, on Sabbath last, was a striking appeal to modern Jews to realise 
their mission, .‘* And the nations shall know that I the Lord do sanctify 
Isracl, when My sanctuary shall be in the midst of them for ever,” said 
tzekiel, and the preacher pressed home the need that each Israelite should 
work towards justifying the prophet’s declaration. Mr. Bender rightly said 
that this splendid mission of erecting a sanctuary to God from which light 
might spread throughout the world, would be incapable of fulfilment unless 
the Jews broke down the barriers that separate sect from sect, and together 
strove to serve the purpose to which Judaism is destined. Mr. Bender's 
presence in an orthodox pulpit is itself a hopeful sign of the possibility of 
the union of hearts which he advocated. Mr. Bender was trained under the 
auspices of the Berkeley Street Congregation; he has preached in their 
synagogue twice, and has frequently read the service there. Yet the Chief 
Rabbi rightly felt no call to prevent Mr. Bender from occupying the pulpit 
at St. John’s Wood, and his action, or rather his refraining from action, will

The St. John’s Wood Synagogue, indeed, enjoys a unique and well-earned 


reuptation for its liberal attitude on these matters. It has done most 


excellent service to the community by opening its pulpit on the one hand to 
young students fresh from college, and on the other to men who have been 
practically tabooed by other “ Orthodox” congregations. There is reason to 
hope that the precedent set in the invitation given and accepted by Mr. 
Bender, will be rapidly followed by other congregations. 


Mr. Algernon Lindo has made a valuable contribution to the forces 
which promote the healthy development of the religious life of the community 
by the Paper on ‘Congregational Singing,” very witty and generally 
wise, which he read last Stinday at the West Hampstead Town Hall. 
Now that the spiritual life of the rising generation has necessarily to be 
based on the foundations laid by the synagogue alone, it is not too much to 
claim paramount importance for an aspect of synagogal work so distinguished 
by the vitality and vigour of its influence as is the musical side of the liturgical 
- arrangements of a congregation. Mr. Lindo is only just and reasonable in 
claiming that the canons of high art should regulate the worship-music of our 
synagogues. The whole aim and view of these canons is, as he so clearly 
demonstrated, to emphasise with unmistakeable distinctness the meaning of 
the text, so that the mind and the emotions may be the more profoundly 
stirred and influenced. In other words, the sensuous enjoyment of music 


can be, and should be, subordinated to the spiritual edification of the wor- | 


shipper. It must be confessed that the present conventions which regulate 


singing in most synagogues irritate those who have had the opportunities of - 


musical culture, while leaving unmoved many to whom the technicalities of 
music are strange. There seems no valid objection to stand in the way of 
Mr. Lindo’s suggestion that some small section of the Service should be set 


aside for the choirmaster to illustrate the ‘beauty of holiness” by means of . 


the singers under his immediate and practised direction. By such a procedure, 
only the more emphasis is given to the neel of so arranging the major 
portion of the liturgy that every inducement shall be held out 
to the worshippers at large to take a personal share in the music which 
differentiates public from private devotions, that is to say in responses, 
hymns and chants. It should not be difficult to draw a sharp line of 
demarcation between these and such portions of the Service as require 
a musical setting of the character of the Anthem. It is true 
that the ritual of the synagogue, in its present form, is singularly poor in 
legitimate opportunities for congregational singing. But the crucial step 
in the right direction was taken when the conclusion of the Service by a 
hymn, Adon Olam, was, introduced. In default of a” greater number of 
metrical hymns (or rather in default of their freer employment in the 
ordinary Service, for there is no deficiency of metrical hymns in the vast 
store of Hebrew poetry that possess every quality needed for congregational 
use) it falls to men at once scholarly musicians and earnest religionists—and 
these should not be lacking in the community which has had a Charles 
Salaman to show the way—to overcome by the variety, the beauty, and above 
all the simplicity of their compositions some, at least, of the difficulties which 
have, hitherto, militated against the general introduction of an intelligent 
system of congregational singing into our synagogues. 


Apart from the value of the paper itself, it was pleasant to see under 
theauspices of one synagogue so considerable a gathering of the representatives 
of other congreyations, The Hampstead Synagogue provided the hall and 

the lecturer, while Bayswater, New West End, St. John’s Wood and Berkeley 
Street Synagogues were represented either by ther Wardens, Ministers or 
Choirmasters. This is as it should be. The common interests of synagogues 
are very great, and some of the greatest of them are not touched by the 
_ meetings of the United Synagogue. The condition of synagogue choirs is 

one such subject, and the general improvement of synagogue services is 
another. A little friendly co-operation, an awakening of the interest of 
the members of constituent synagogues might teach the Council of the 
United Synagogue the elementary lesson that finance is not the only test. of 
synagogal vitality, and galvanise the Council into quicker touch with the

needs of the constituents to the benefit of both, and to the unsprakable 


advantage of the community. : 


The Sephardi Congregation, though the members profess to have 
fallen into the general impecuniosity of the times, see the obvious necessity 
of making supreme efforts not to be left entirely behind in the race by their 
Ashkenazi coreligionists. They have hitherto lived on the generosity of their 
ancestors, and, like those once great houses who trade upon the credit of 
their founders, continued to make considerable show on a small outlay. The 
finances of the congregation are not thriving, and the members are now 
beginning to see the radical faults of their system. The income of the 
congregation has hitherto been made up by the revenue from landed and 
funded property, by the ‘ Finta,” and by offerings in synagogue, 
The ‘J inta,’ as our readers well know, is an assessment levied 
on all members called Yehidim. A Committeeis formed from time 
to time, consisting of three groups of five, each of which takes the previous 
list and makes the requisite alterations, increasing or reducing this 


Income Tax as may be deemed necessary. A general meeting of the * finta- 


dores,” as they are called, takes place, and the amount fixed for each member 
is averaged, and forms his contribution until another change is made. This 
method is objectionable for various reasons, such as its inquisitorial and uncer- 
tain nature. The amount payable by each Y ahid varies from £1 to £40 annually ; 
the last year’s ‘‘Finta” averaging £4 9s. 6d. each. The total which may be 
levied was limited to £1,400, but it.is now proposed, in case of need, to 
increase the amount to £2,500. The best solution of the financial problem 
among the Portuguese would be the adoption of the system carried out by 
the Ashkenazim of raising the revenue from seat-rental combined with an 
improved method of accepting offerings on special occasions. 

It will be satisfactory to those of our Correspondents who have written 
in deprecation of the methods adopted in connection with the distribution of 
boots by the Jewish Schools’ Boot Fund, to learn from the zealous Hon. 
Secretary that the Committee have under their consideration the various 
suggestions offered. The example of the Jewish Ladies’ Needlework Guild 
might be followed. Ata meeting held last Friday at the house of the 


President, Mrs. Leopold Rothschild, a resolution was passed prohibiting the 


distribution of clothing in the schools, and by teachers, whether in Board or 
Jewish Schools. This resolution is the direct outcome of the correspondence 
on the subject in our columns. and was ardently advocated by Mrs. Hermann 
Adler. A regulation of the same kind should be made by the Committee of the 
Boot Fund at once, or certainly in good time before the next distribution. 
Consideration of alternative methods of securing that the boots shall be given to 
really necessitous children only could then be considered at leisure. At the Beard 
of Guardians the wholesome rule has always been in force that no relief and 
no clothing is given through the hands of children. Familiarising boys and 
girls of tender age with charity gifts, but too surely tends to sap at their 
source feelings of self-help and self-reliance. 


THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


The Odessa correspondent of the Daily Chronicle telegraphs :—I have 
gathered a few statistics to illustrate the power of the Jews within the pale of 
settlement in South Russia. If we take the city of Odessa as fairly represen- 
tative of other towns within the pale, we find that of 350 doctors 250 are Jews, 
and of 180 private and sworn advocates 147 belong to the same race. The six | 
newepapers of Odessa are all either wholly or in great part in the hands of ths 
Jews. Prohibitive laws to the contrary, more than one-half of the agricultural 
land of South Russia 1s either owned or controlled by Jews, and from one land 
bank alone—the Bessarabia-Taurida Bank—about £4,000,000 sterling has been 
lent on estates nominally in the hands of Russians,

Sir,—One of the causes of the Jewish Board of Guardians not receiving 
efficient support is, that numbers of our kind-hearted coreligionists desire to 
administer their own and their friends’ charity, and they plead that in 
so doing they save the cost of administration, which in the case 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians is very heavy. My object in writing 
is again to impress on the amateur organizations that they are doing much 
more harm than good, by not distributing their charity on strict business lines, 
and, furthermore, to call the attention to the fact that influence has been 
brought to bear on one Bread and Coal Society, which, in future, will only 
pay the tradesmen the value of each ticket if the names and addresses of the 
donor and recipient are endorsed on each ticket. Surely all other societies should 
follow this example. I trust alsoin the future the donors and subscribers will 
elect the committees, and they, the Committees, not elect themselves. And if 
the whole of the Jewish Bread, Meat and Coal Socie‘ies, together with the 
Grocery Societies, would amalgamate and have one administration, it would be a 
boon to the deserving poor and stop a disgraceful traffic among habitual beggars 
and unscrupulous persons.

CHILDREN AND CHARITY. 


Sir,—I have no desire to continue the discussion on the “Jewish Schools 
Boot Fund,” which may be said legitimately to close with the handsome 
assurance of its very zealous Honorary Secretary, Miss R.G. Mosely, in 
your this week's issue. I would, however, direct attention to a cognate ques- 
tion to which I think too much importance can hardly be attached. I gather 
from the letter of Mrs. Hart, the President of the Fund, that each puir of boots 
- is“ plainly marked with our name,” the object being that, therefore, “ they 
cannot be sold or disposed of.” Itis very questionable whether this stamping 
of the boots doed really prevent their being sold or pawned. [imagine that 
when such boots are so disposed of, it isto persons who are little inclined to 
question the source from which they come, although so plainly indicated. Oa 
the other hand, this marking not only of boots, butofclothing witi the nam3s 
of charitable institutions must be, however worthy its purpose, a a 
reminder to the little wearers that they are the recipients of charity. If charity 
should be always administered with care—and upon that we are all agreed—it 18 
in the cases of children that most care should be continually exercised. If gar- 
ments given to children are all marked with the charity that supplies them, then 
each time that mark is seen by the child wearer, it isa lesson in child pauperi- 
sation. In cases where parents are compelled to have recourse to charity, tke 
utmost care ought to be taken to prevent the relief of the parents becoming to the 
children an object lesson in the art of “ taking for nothing.” If parents must 
take for themselves and their familie, need the children thereby become appren- 
tices to pauperism ? They cannot help so becoming if everything given them 
to wear bears the “ charity ” matk. Imagine acase where pirents have been 
found to be des2rving of assistance, and have received—say b'ankets 
United Synagogue, clothing from a Synigogue Guild, boots from Miss 
Mosely’s Fund. On rising in the morning, each little

Tam glad toreport that two Beni-Israelita girls, one from this Presidency, 
and another from Poonah, have presented themselves ay candidates for the 
Matriculation Examination now being held in the University. This certainly 
means progress, for though many young men have gone up from time to time, 
this is the first occasion on which our girls have come forward. 

The Bombay University have appointed Mr. Joseph Ezekiel Rajpurkar, J P., 
and a Fellow of the Bombay University, Examiner of the Hebrew Language for 
matriculation, and Mr. Ezekiel Moses Talkar, B.A., examiner of the same language 
for the preliminary examination. Mr. Talkar is himself a candidata for the 
LL B. degree. 

Mr. Aaron Jacob Divekar, an enterprising young Beni-Israelite, takes 
interest in printing and publishing religious works and tracts, and it is owing to 
his exertions that the community possess so many of the religious works in the 
Marathi language.

Dear brethren, young and old, It is not my purpose to set before youa full 
biography of the late Dr, Henry Michael Bshrend. But I would select certain 
traits 1n his character, and a few salient points in his career, which will serve, I 
hope, as a lesson and as astimulus to you, beloved pupils of this Lustitution. 
He chose as his life’s calling the medical profession, and devoted himself to his 
studies with all the ardour and devotion which the practice of the healing 
art demands of its votaries, And he deserves to be numbered among 
those Jewish physicians, whose muster-roll his been rendered illustrious by 
such names as those of Ibn Ezra, Del Medigo, David di Pomis, Orobio de 
Castro and Jacob Sarmento. He had but scant opportunities given him of 
studying Hebrew literature. Yet, when he was but twenty-two years of age, he 
undertook the difficult task of writing an essay on the Post-Biblical History of 
the Jews—a task not easily to be accomplished, for in those days there was no 
history by Graetz, no compandium by Cassel, to which a writer on this subject 
magn turn with perfect reliance. Josephus and Dean Milman were almost the 
on 


y authorities to whom he could refer. And yet, although his competitor | 


was very formidable, the eloguentand glowing writer, Hertz ben Pinchas, he still 
succeeded in winning the first prize. And I well remember my late father, one 
of the adjudicators, expressing his admiration for the grasp of subject and the 
lucidity of treatment evidenced by the then unknown “ H. Bb. of Liverpool. ” 


No one can fail to be struck by the strong racial attachment which pervades 
the prize essay. The author speaks of his brethren in faith as “ the living 
witnesses of God, as the only people with whom He ever deigned to speak, as the 
preservers of the sacred volumes that have affected the progressive civilization 
of every age, and whose blessings will csase but with the end of time.” 


And what had been the love of his youth, engaged the affection of his 


mature manhood. On several occasions he gave the members of the Jews’ 
College Literary Society the fruits of his studies in Hebrew theology and 
philosophy. But it was his special delight to enlist his medical knowledge in the 
service of his religion, by original research and by diligent investigation of the 
labours of the most eminent biologists of the age, the wisdom of the Jewish 
dietary code and of our hygienic enactments generally. I spoke of these 
labours not long since, in the Church House, and it is a source of satisfaction 


to me to know that my appreciative criticisms, so fully ‘merited, afforded our 
lamented friend keen gratification, | | 


His, however, was not the life of a recluse, content to take his ease among 
his beloved books. He knew that the ills of life and the sorrows of earth were 
not to be healed and soothed by graceful essays and scholarly dissartations. 
_ When he was called upon to take the chairmanship of the Jews’ Hospital, he 
did not hold back, though the work of presiding over an important educational 

institution was quite new to him. His abilities were at that time but little 
known, except to a few intimate friends. 
munity was so rapid, and at the same time so free from every vulgar attempt of 
self-advertisement, that the famous line may not inaptly be applied to it : 


*‘ Like some tall palm, the noiseless fabric sprung.” 


His capacity seemed to grow with the growth of the institution, When the 
Orphan Asylum was wedded to the Jews’ Hospital, he was chosen as President 
of the amalgamated institutions without one dissentient voice. And the choice 
was fully justified by the wisdom and tact with which he presided over the 
deliberations of the Committee —always cautious, clear-headed and conciliatory, 
a strong President in the true sense of the word, without that 
and conceit which introduce the hatefal elements of discord and dissension. 
And how full of kindness was he to the teachers, ever ready to afford them 
prudent counsel! With what tender solicitude did he watch over the welfare 
of the pupils! He was spacially anxious, at all times, that the children should 
be suitably clad to meet the exigencies of our varying clime, and that the 
Sanitary arrangements of this house might fulfil the requirements of the most 
advanced science of hygiene. And may we not aver that it is due to this 
vigilance with which he himself was animated, and with which he inspired his 
colleagues and the teaching staff, that, by the grace ot Heaven, this institution 
has now, for several years, been spared the terror and devastation of infectious 
diseases, It is eminently characteristic of his strong sense of duty, that, a few 
weeks ago, though suffering from a cold, he kept an appointment made with the 
Medical Officer of Health to inspect the sanitary arrangements of this building, 
His malady was, in all probability, aggravated by this visit. And thus he died, 
as he had lived, in the cause of the fatherless and of those who have none to 
help them, whom he loved so wisely and so well. 


You, members of the Committee, you who were his fellow 
will, I feel sure, honour the memory of your late President by continuing to 
bring to bear upon this Institution which was so dear to him. the wisest 
administration and the closest supervision, so that it: may grow in efficiency and 
usefulness, I confidently hope that the members of the community at large 
will honour the memory of Dr. Henry Behrend by continuing to give unto this 
charity their hearty, their willing, and zaalous pecuniary support, 

And I address myself to you, dear boys and girls. How can you show 
your reverence for the memory of the late President ? How can you evince 
your deep gratitude forall the sympathy and devotion he ever manifested 
towards you? By your living henceforth in his spirit, faithful to his teachings 
and his example, By the respect you show for your teachers, by your diligence 
at your lessons, by your determination to prove yourselves worthy pupils of 


this Institution, by your resolve to show yourselves good Jews and Jewesses, 
and therefore worth citizens of this our dear country, honourable and honest, 
industrious in the callings to be hereafter selecte

When Lord 
Aberdeen had feelingly replied, a visit was made to the ditferent departments 
of the school. In one room the little 5 and 6-year-old Russians sang “God 
Save the Queen” with all the vigour of the real Canadians which they have 
become, and in another apartment patriotic songs of Canada and Canada’s 


- Queen were rendered ina manner that might prove a good example to many 


natives. There, again, Lord and Lady Aberdeen listened to an address in 
Hebrew. The Governor-General and Lady Aberdeen were loudly cheered 
when leaving the building. ‘hey declared that what they had seen that day 


was one of the most interesting sights they had ever witnessed either in Canada 


or at home.

It has been my privilege for some years past to worship at the New West 
End Synagogue. ‘rat noble and stately edifice attracted me—as it has done 
many more—by the eloquent preaching of its cultured and earnest Minister, and 
e impressive character of its services; but not the least of its attractive 
elements was its late gifted Chazan. Since the last two or three decades, when 
preachirg has become the star ascendant in synagogue worship, the influence 
of Chazanuth has visibly waned ; the Chazan has all but been dethroned from 
the high position he once held. I will not here enter into a history of ~ 
causes which have led to this change ; are they not all written in the pages : 
the Chronicle of Jewry week by week? But it is worse than a blun * to

As an interpreter of the varying emotions which 
the Day of Atonement Service called up, Mr: Haines excelled himself. I 
remeinber well the last occasion on which he ofliciated. He was then under 
the shadow of the fell disease which carried him off. But although 
the burden of the service fell upon him, his sympathetic and resonant voe> 
never fora moment betrayed the slightest trace of fatigue as for the last time 
he recited the Neilah Service. An eloquent tribute to his accomplishments aud 
character was paid last Sabbath by his colleague, the Rev. S. Singer. I will not 
here attempt to-improve upon it, but as one whom his ministrations benefitted, 
I cannot withhold laying some slight token of gratitude and sincere regret on 
the grave of this sweet singer in Israel. 


.The funeral of the late Rev. M. Haines on Sunday was attended by a very 
large concourse of friends and sympithisers. ‘ne hearse containing the coflin 
proceeded to the Synagogue in St. Petersburg Place, in the vestibule of which 
those who desired to pay their last respects to the departed had assembled. 
Among them were the honorary officers and members of the Board of Manage- 
ment, the Revs, S. Singer and J. Harris, many representatives of the Metropolitan 
Clergy, leading members of the Western Synagogue, where Mr. Haines had once 
been minister, Mr. L. B. Abrahams, B.A, Vice-Master of the Jews’ Free Schoo’, 
and some of Mr. Haines’s contemporaries on the teaching stall. ‘Toe Chiet 
Rabbi was prevented from being present owing to the funeral of his mother-in- 
law taking place at West Ham at the same hour, There wes also a large 
gathering at the Willesden Cemetery, where the Rev. S. Singer impressively 
read the burial servics, | 

Mr. Haines was a member of the Committce of the Jewish Branch of 
the Children’s Country Holiday Fund, and was most ecergetic wi bis ctlorts 
to collect contributions for the Fund.

F DEPUTIES. 


The monthly meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Sunday, at 
the Vestry Room of tne Bayswater Syaagogue. There were present: Mr. 
Gabriel Lindo, in the chair; Sir Philip Magnus, Dr. M. Friedlander, Messrs. 
B. Barnett, J. A. Cohen, Ellis A. Franklin, Samuel Montagu, M.P., H. 5. 
Meadelssohn, Sydney Myer, J. Samuels and Oswald J. Simon. . 

The SouicitoR and Secrerary read further correspondencs with the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs as to the barbarities practised by the 
Governor of Morocco (the letter from Lord Rosebery was published in the 
Jewish Chronicle of December 8th), and as to the violation of the Treaty of 
Berlin in regard to the treatment of Jews in Roumania, The letter to the 
Foreign Office on Roumania was a reply toa report of the British Minister at 
Bucharest on the status of the Roumanian Jews, and its object was to correct, 
from official Roumanian data themselves, several inaccuracies in that report. 

A further letter to the United Synagogue was read, with reference to the 
debt due to the Board by the Hammersmith Syaagogue. Tue letcer pointed out 
that the non-fufilment by that synagogue of its flaancial obligations to the 
Board showed a bad example to provincial congregations, and that if, as 
suggested by the United Synagogue, the debt were written oti, there would be 
an increased assessment on struggling provincial congregations, some of whom 
found it difficult to pay their dues. 

Tne Board resolved to continue the efforts to obtain the amount due from 

Hammersmith Synagogue.

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chairmin. 


CONGREGATIONAL SINGING. 


A well attended meeting was held on Sunday last at the West Hampstead 
Town Hall, when Mr. Algernon Lindo, Choirmaster of the Hampstead Syaa- 
gogue, read a Paper on Congregational Singing.’ Mr. Samuel Moses, M.A., 
presided, At the conclusion of Mr. Lindo’s Paper, (which was very cordially 
received and frequently applauded), an animated discussion took place, in which 
the following took part: The Revs, A. A. Green and Morris Joseph, Messrs.

Canon 
Duckworth also wrote advocatiog the necessity of simple masic in religious 
ser vices for the congregation to join in, as well as more elaborate numbers for 
the choir alone to render.

“NOT WORTH FURTHER ARGUMENT.” 
Ma. CuamBERLAIN is a man so fair-minded and unprejudiced that he cannot 
fail to perceive that, in the correspondence we published last week on Alien 
Immigration, he comes out far from well. This is not because the great 
Unionist leader fails to exhibit in his letters the ability and adroitness 
of which he is a veritable past master, but because he has upon this question 
based his opinions upon information which he has been content to accept 
second hand, and that information has come to him from tainted and 
untrustworthy sources. Upon no other hypothesis is it possible to account 
for a statesman as shrewd and clear-headed as Mr. CHAMBERLAIN going 
wrong altogether in respect to ascertained facts collated by a Government 
department, and issued in a Blue Book by, and upon the responsibiiity of, the 
Board of Trade. What happened? A deputation concerning the unemployed 
waited upon Mr. CuamBERLAIN, as leader of the Unionist party in the House 
of Commons, to ascertain whether he was favourable to the adoption of 


| 


any special measures for the alleviation of the pending distress amongst the 


poor, and, if so, what those measures were. Incidentally, mention and 
complaint were made of the Jewish immigrants from Russia and Poland, 
who, it was alleged, arrive here in a destitute condition, and, in consequences 
accept work at unfair prices, thus causing a considerable displacement of 
native labour, Mr. CHamBertarn was therefore asked whether he would not 
declare himself in favour of the Legislature taking some steps to exclude 
destitute aliens from these shores. ‘‘ Yes,” said Mr. CHAMBERLAIN in effect, 
“Tam in favour of such measures being taken, and have voted for them, 
and what leads me most strongly to that opinion is the fact that America, 
which is a country to whom freedom and hospitality are very precious, finds 


it necessary, now, to exclude destitute aliens from her shores, and if she

happen to arrive there in a destitute condition, and in confirmation referred: 
the right hon. gentleman to the reports to the Board of Trade upon Alien 
Immigration to America, by Messrs. Burnerr and: Scatoss. Mr. 
Cu ‘MBERLAILN, in reply, says nothing as to this, but makes a profession of 
religious tolerance, which, however considerate, is altogether superfluous to 
those who know how he has ever been in the front rank of every movement in 
the direction of religious freedom. When, in a further letter, it was pointed 
out to the member for West Birmingham that he had not controverted either 
the reading of the reports referred to, or the reports themselves, and that 
hence Mr. Cuamperuaiy's plea, so far as it was based upon American 
precedent, must fall to the ground, Mr. Cuampervain replies that he does 
not think he said anything that was not “substantially” correct, but, with- 
out substantiating his contention in any way,closes the correspondence by 
pleading that the subject is not worth further argument. Upon reference 
however, we find that Mr. Greenserc was substantially in the right 
upon the point, and Mr. Cuampgriaty substantially in the wrong, and 
we cannot doubt that had he turned to the Blue Book in question he 
must Lave perceived this himself. If discussion is to be on such lines, 


We agree with Mr. CuamsBeriain that the matter is “not worth further 


argument,” 


The question whether or not America excludes aliens by reason of their 
destitution was answered most clearly ia the Blue Book already referred 
to, and we gave copious extracts from the Book in our colamns. 
“Under the laws of the United States,” says the Blue Book on page 71. 
‘neither destitution nor inability to provide for his own support is of itself 
necessarily, and under all circumstances alike, a ground for the exclusion of 
an alien. An alien may be both destitute and unable to support himself 
and may yet be admissible. The persons whom the United States aim at | 
keeping out of the country under the anti-pauper sections of its immigration 
laws are those persons who, whether destitute or not, are likely to be unable . 
to support themselves under circumstances which make it probable that the 
burden of their support will be cast upon the public.’ That ‘the public ” 
means the tax-payers at large, and does not mean the Jewish community 
is evidenced by reference to the Annual Report of the Superintendent 
of Immigration for 1892, where on page 26 mention is made of 
nine thousand Russians, the vast majority of whom came with tickets 
furnished by the Baron Hirsch Fand. ‘ The reason why these destitute 
people,” ‘says the Blue Book on page 70, “iwere not debarred from 
landing was that they were willing and able to work, that their core- 
ligionists were willing and able to look after them until they obtained 
employment and that it was, as a matter of fact, not likely that they would 
‘become a public charge,” The Report of the Select Committee of “the 
House of Representatives on Immigration for 1892, on pages $40 to 400, 
gives particulars of 277 “ assisted immigrant ” refugees from Russia. Of 
these as many as 273 ‘‘ were one and all absolutely penniless.” Yet out of 
the 277, eight only were debarred from landing. As to the legal inter- 
pretation of America’s Exclusion Laws the leading case on the question of 
destitute aliens is that of in re Fersxnopr (47 Fed. Rep, : 447-452.) In 
that case a man who had been ordered to return to Europe appealed against 


the order and it was rescinded because although the man was unquestionably 
a “destitute ” alien, his lack of pecuniary means was held by Mr. Justice 


Bexepict to be totally insufficient to support the contention that he was 
likely to become a public charge. How in face of thiscan Mr, Cuamresraiy 
assert that America excludes aliens by reason of their being destitute on 
arrival ? | 

Nor does Mr. CuamBervain appreciate accurately our position in the 
matter. He seems to imagine that we take up a strong line upon it because 
it is in the interests of Judaism for us to do so, and that we leave altogether 
out of account the well-being of the State. Now, in the first place, the 
Jewish rule, we may almost say the Jewish law, is, that wherever the interests 
of Judaism are inconsistent. with, or clash with those of the State, the 
former must give way to the latter. It hence comes about that no organ 


‘undertaking to represent Jewish opinion woul’ set Jewish interests 


above those of the general community, and we should of course never think. 
of doing so. In the next place, however, there can scarcely be presented any 
point of view from which it can be clearly seen to be of advantage to Jews, 
that any large migration of the poorest and most destitute of our brethren 
should take place. At least it is to the eminent disadvantage of us English 
Jews that large numbers of destitute and semi-destitute Jewish immigrants 
should land here, for they involve a very serious and heavy tax upon us. It 
is only a fortnight ago that an appeal in every synagogue was made on behalf 
of the funds of the Jewish Board of (Guardians, the resources of which have 
been subjected to an enormous strain by immigration, plus bad trade. 
Whether to let destitute aliens in or keep them out is not a Jewish question 
—the essentially Jewish branch of the question is how best to mitigate 
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the hardships of our brethren and relieve the burdens that intolerance 
has placed upon them; and if they were excluded from _ these 
shores to-morrow the task of the Anglo-Jewish Community would 
be considerably lightened. At least we should be spared the 
sight at our very doors of the wretchedness and misery of our poor 
brothers and to many that which the eye seeth not, troubleth not the heart. 
Whether aliens shall be admitted to our shores or excluded is not a Jewish 
question, it is an economic and a political question, and as such, we are sure 
Mr, CuamBerwatn will not deny us the fullest right to express our opinion on 
the subject, and to hold it as strongly as he does his. We believe that the 
restriction of immigration is the old fallacy of Protection applied to human 


beings instead of to merchandise, and Protection, we take it, Mr. Cuamber- 
LAIN will agree to be a matter “not worth further argument.” It would 


be inimical to the interests of the State to institute an expensive system for 
the sake of excluding the comparatively few morally or physically unfit who 
come to these shores. It would be contrary to good policy to exclude aliens» 
otherwise fit, merely on the score of destitution, It would be contrary to the 
best interests, a8 well as the highest traditions of this great Mmpire that it 
should enact any law to harass those who are seeking a haven of safety from 
the machinations of intolerance, or as to which there is even a possibility of 
jts being regarded as a sign that Muscovite tyranny is approved by Great 
Britain. 

We have so recently and SO frequently expressed in detail the reasons 
which we think sufficient for holding these opinions, that we do not feel called 
upon here to set them forth, But we feel bound to refer to one. We have 
said that we do not believe in the honesty of this agitation for restricting the 
admission of destitute aliens, and that whilst it is raised to cloud and obscure 
inconvenient political issues, it 1s backed up and supported by exaggerated 

and untenable statements. In our columns of the 8th instant, we particularly 
mentioned in connection with the deputation to Mr. Cuampertiarn some 
statements made by Mr. ArnNotp Wuite. One of them was that, the immi- 
gration statistics, showing the number of aliens who arrive at British ports 
were utterly untrustworthy, since the collection of such returns was frequently 
delegated to cabin boys and ship’s carpenters. In the House of Commons a 
few days later, Mr. James Lowrnenr interrogated the President of the Board 
of Trade upon the point. Here is Mr. Munpeuwa’s reply : 


No instance of inaccuracy has been brought to the knowledge of the Board 
of Trade, and they are satisfied that the returns as published are trustworthy. 
The alien lists are supplied, under penalties, by the masters of ships arriving 
from Continental ports. They are amply checked by officers of the Customs 
Departments. The statistical department of the Board of Trade carefully 
scrutinises them, and the results agree with information obtained from totally 
different sources. I would refer the hon. member, for his further satisfaction, 


~ ” annual reports on emigration and immigration issued by the Board of 
rade. 


We do not know whether the Member for West Birmingham was in 
his place when the question was asked, and the reply given. If he was, he 
must have felt considerable doubts about the whole matter when the chief 
apostle of restrictive policy was thus convicted of making a statement so 
entirely groundless, so utterly untrue. : : 

That a man of Mr, Cuampervain’s calibre, when he comes to examine the 
question mere closely and with more care than it was reasonable to suppose 
was necessary for the purposes of the deputation that waited upon him, will see 
good reason to modify his views, we have no doubt. In the Haphtorah of last 
week, Ezexix speaks of Israel’s rod and Josern’s joining and becoming one. 
We do not despair of finding at some future time this latter-day Josrpn’s 
advocacy on the side of those who, like ourselves, assert that the poor Jews, 
by their presence here, their industry, their fragality, their ambitions, and their 
sobriety, far from being a weakness, are a strength to the State, nor of 
hearing Mr, CuamBer.ain declare restrictive legislation so absurd as to be 
not worth further argument.”

nity would for the first time in the history of the Fund not make their collections 


on the previous Saturday, but on the same day as their Christian fellow-citizens.

With the death of Mrs, Joseph, one of the few remaining links that bound 
the present to the past generation has beensnapped asunder. The departed lady 
was one of the best types of Anglo-Jewish woma 


| nhood—one who 
combined the deep and heartfelt piety of a Jewers with the refinement and 


culture, the tact and dignity of a gracious Hoglish lady; one who felt the 
profoundest sympathy with the poor; one, who, in the apt symbolism of ay 
Anglican Divine, passing through the wilderness of poverty, ignorance and vice. 

Tac chan) propound new-fangled 
theories and doctrinaire schemes,but believed in the efficacy of personal ,unstinted 
self-denying service, She was the second of the four daughters of the late Isaac 
Selig. Her father, a man of considerable attainments, who married a sister 
of the founder of the Raphael banking firm, provided for his children the 
best available education. At the early ege of eighteen, in 1830, Jane 
Selig married Solomon Joseph, a member of a family, who filled for 
several generations posts of honour in the Great Synagogue and dis- 
played vivid interest in all the communalcharities of those days. Though 
cumbered by the cares of rearing a large family (she had seven gong 
and two daughters) Mrs. Josep: soon began to take an active part in 
charitable work. She was one of the first members of the Committee of the 
Ladies’ Loan and Visiting Society, which was founded in 1844. Besides visiting 
the applicants for relief in their homes, the ladies of the Committee attended 
every Sunday, in rotation, at the [afant School, then in Houndsditch, to 
receive the repayments ot the borrowers. This brought them into personal 
contact with their poor friends; and tha kindly words and timely 
counsel that accompanied the loans were of no small value to the recipients, 
She, like her sister and beloved co-worker, Mrs. A. N. Myers, was the trusted 
adviser of the late Baroness de Rothschild in her manifold benevolent schemes, 
and one of the favourite channels through which that warm-hearted lady dis- 
pensed her benefactions to her numerous pensioners, As a member of the 
Ladies’ Committee of the Free Sshool she never failed to be present at the 
fortnightly meetings, at which the pupils were cirefully examined. Bui it 
was the Orphan Asylum, then located in the Tenter Ground, to which she 
devoted the major portion of her leisure. For many vears she was accustomed 
to visit the Asylum every Sabbath afternoon, accompanied by one of her youth- 
ful daughters, to give lessons in Bible and religion. She also, in conjunction 


with Mrs. J.. P. Davis, organised “ Mothers’ Mectings,”’ which were held for 


many years at the rooms of the Board of Guardians, At these gatherings 
sewing was taught, and theevenings were rendered pleasant by frieudiy converse 
and reading. Itiseminently desirable that mectings such as these should be 
re-established on somewhat similar lines, | 

since the arrival in Ergland of the late Ribbi a strong tie of 
friendship had united the two families. After the death of Lady Montefiore, 
the late Mrs. Adler suggested the foundation of a Convalescent Home? in her 
memory. Mrs, Joseph gave invaiuable aid in framing rules for the government 
of the Institution, in arrangivg all the domestic details of the South Norwood 
Home, aud in supervising its management. 

When advancing years and failiog bealth compelled her to withdraw from 
her outdoor labours, she still continued her beneficent effor s by giving the 
fruits of her mellowed experienc2 to the youpy work:rs sho had trained by her 
example and her teaching. 

I; was in her home-life, however, that she was seen at her best. There she 
charmed her large circle of friends by the sweetness of her disposition, the 
placidity of her temper, the brightness of her intellect, her sound and clear- 
headed views and the thoroughness with which she entered into all the varied 
concerns of our communal and civic life. I¢is no exaygeration to aver that to 
converse with her was a “ liberal education.” It need hardiy ba added, that she 
was idolized by her children and grand-children, by whom she was lovingly 
tended, until on Friday, the 15th inst.,she breathed her last, in the full possession 
of all her faculties. On Sunday her remains were interred at the West Ham 
Cemetery, next to those of her husband, whom she had survived for twenty- 
five years, Our.readers are aware that she has imbued her children with her 
devotion to the work of the community. ‘'T'o her, in sooth, may be apptied

_ _Last week there was buried at West Ham, the Rev. Gershon Franklin, who 
died at his residence in West Hampstead on the 11th inst., in the 90th year of 
his age. Mr, Franklin always enjoyed perfect health, and up to September last 
had never consulted a doctor. On the 7th of that month he was h»wever taken 
illand never recovered, despite the best medical skilland the devoted nursing of | 
his affectionate daughter-in-law, Mr. Franklin was at one time Reader and 
Secretary of the Portsmouth Hebrew Congregation, and on leaviog he received 
flattering letters from the officers of the Sandhurst College, all of whom were 
his pupils, In 1846 Mr, Franklin was appointed Head Master of the Jews’ 
Orphan Asylum, which position he held till its amalgamation with the Jews’ 
Hospital in 1877. During over thirty years he enjoyed the affection of many 
hundreds of his charges. For many years he officiated as occasional Reader at 
the Great Synagogue, and invariably refused to accept any reward for his 
services. 

_ Mr. franklin bad a profound knowledge of the Hebrew language 
in its most recondite forms of expression, and was also muc 

versed in the Talmud. In his early life the mysteries of the Kabala 
were his favourite studies. He was never an author, as far as producing books 
was concerned, but the Hebrew ode recited once a year by a pupil of the 
Orphan Asylum was his composition, He wrote other pvetical compositions 
in Hebrew, of which he has left the MS. He was a great-grandson of the 


renowned Rabbi O%N,—author of the important commentary on 
the Talmud

‘The Committee appointed in April of last year for th in- 
ing what improvements could be made tending to the 
its finances presented their report, The question of replacing the existing 
Synagogue in Bryanston Street by one affording better accommodation. and ina 
spot more suitable, was considered by the committee, who elicited expressions of 
opinion from those interested ina West-end Synagogue. Circulars were sent 
to 186 Yehidim, to which only 70 replied. A majority of almost two to one 
were in favour of Maida Hillas a suitable locality, but barely 38 per cent. of 
those addressed considered it worth while to ta 


ke any notice of the circular. As 
to the Mildmay Park Synagogue, the committee recommended that if the 


congregation is to continue independent of the Bevis Marks congregation, th 
annual grant should be reduced from £100 to £50. They would inch eae to 
see the Mildmay Park Synagogue incorporated as a branch of Bevis Marks 
Synagogue, but do not consider it practicable owing to the smill amount of 
financial support received from those Yehidim who reside in the neighbourhood, 
The Committee see much to cause anxious consideration in the finances of the 
congregation. However commendable, from the point of view of decorum, may 
have been the abolition of the announcement of offerings in théir synagogues, 
the change has involved the congregation in a distinct loss of income. Tho 
alteration was effected in March, 1885, In the preceding year (1834) £801 was 
received in offerings, and since the abolition of the announcement of offerings 
the amounts have gradually decreased ; last year only £613 was contributed, 
The Committee recommend, as a compromise, that offerings should not be made 
either at Sefer or at the Lchal, but that, whenever desired by the donor, his 
contribution should be announced at the conclusion of the service, and that 
when more than one such announcement has to be made, all should be 
incorporated in one Mishaberech, The Committee also suggest that the Finta 
assessment should be raised, and recommend that the minimum Finta, giving all 
the rights and privileges of a Yahid, should be £2 per annum, and they feel 
assured that the majority of those at present assessed at £1 will not object to 
the increased contribution, but, in the contrary case, they could become seat- 
holders in the synagogue at a fixed charge of £1 Is. The Committee are of 
opinion that considerable revenus is lost by abstaining from making a charge to 

temporary visitors who occupy seats in the synagogues, and recommend that 
arrangements should be made to let seats to such gentlemen cither for one 
particular holiday or for the year. The Report concluded with a recommenda- 
tion that every endeavour should be made to increase the roll of Yehidim. 

A letter was read from Mr. J. Sebag Montefiore, opposing the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee with regard to the announcement of offerings, on the 
ground that it would interrupt Divine Service. 

The various recommendations contained in the Report were separately dis- 
cussed and were, eventually, all adopted on the motion of Mr. J. M. Levy, the 
Chairman of the Comnittee. The Hiders were requested to take the Report 
into consideration, and if approved by them, to authorise the Mahamad to do 
whatever may be necessary to give effect to the recommendations, 

A vote of thanks to the Chair concluded the meeting.

Colonel Matthews, U. S. Consul-General at Tangier, has lately given a fresh 
proof of his sympithy with oppressed Jews in this country, 

_ _A man of respectability in Morocco City. Mr. Makhlouf Alharrar, was a 
Kittle time ago unjustly pressed by the Cadi there for certain documents relatin: 
to the murder of a Jew which took place some ten years ago, . The indemnity 
for the murder was recovered at the time from the Sultan, owing to the assist- 
ance of Col, Matthews, solicited by the late Mr. Levy Cohen, Mr, Alharrar 
acting as his interpreter in Morocco City. Tne murdered man’s son, who became 
a couvert to Islam some months back, now claims the original notarial docu- 
ments of the murder, believing that he may, by virtue of the creed he has 
embraced, recover a further indemnity, and he has had the fanatical Cadi of 
Morocco City, Mulai Mustaphe, to support him in his claim, by threatening Mr. 
Alharrar with unending imprisonment if he did -not produce the required 
papers, Col. Matthews being appealed to, at once, and in his characteristic 
manner, obtained oflicial letters from the Moorish Minister at ‘Tangier to the 
authorities in Morocco City,informing them that the documents demanded are 
in possession of his Majesty, who longago paid the indemnity. 

The Sheikh of the Mogador Jewry died last week. Ha 3 wasa man who dis- 
charged his duties with remarkable ability and was much esteemed by all,and 
his loss is deply regretted, His place has been filled up by Mr. Solomon Sibony, 
a member of the Mellah, who promises to be a worthy successor of the late 
Sheikh, The postof Sheikh in this country requires the person occupying it 
to possess amiability of disposition, great tact, and intelligence, In almost 
every dispute in the Mellah quarter the Sheikh has to interfere,and he is brought 
consequently in daily contact with the loci authorities, Inorder, therefore, to 
bring the majority of cases to a satisfactory issue, it will ba understood that it 
requires &@ man of no mean capacity to fill the post. The Sheikh’s personal 
character and standing, and the influence he exercises, may also either elevate - 
or lower the moral tone of a Morocco Jewry. 

Our brethren in Morocco City cry out again under renewed oppression. 
Flogging, so terrifying when it was re-introduzed by tha presant Kaid Widah, 
is now looked upon as a matter of course. It takes place almost daily. Bat 
now the Jews of Morocco City cry from another form of oppression—one which 
does not cause bodily pain to individual victims, but which is not less agonising 
tothe mind of a whole community. This new oppression aims to strike at 
nothing short of religion itself. It has but recantly begun. It is earnestly to ba 

hoped that its beginning may be its end, It would take too much of your 
space to detail at length what is taking place, Suffice it to. say, that ifa Jew © 
now unfortunately changes his religion for that of Islam—either from personal 
inclination (very rarely the case) or (which is almost invariably so), in order to 
escape the clutches of Kaid Widab, his wife is likewise compelled to abandon 
hers, whether she wills or not. Here is an instance: A Jew embraced Islam 
some weeks ago. The Cadi at once demanded that his wife should do the same. 

Bat the brave woman refused to do so, and cried out that she was a Jewess, and 
a Jewess she would remain. Despite her protests and entreaties, which must 
have moved to tears any one who was not of the Widah and Mustapha type, 
she was cruelly dragged by the soldiers of these officials, and locked up ina 
Moorish house in Medina (Arabs’ quarter), where she stull remains, The poor 
woman is now in all lkelihood compelled to suffer things which the dictates of _ 
her conscience condemn. It will shock you to learn that the helpless Jewess 
was subjected to this treatment but a few days after she had given birth to a 
daughter. | 
“A Jew was barbarously attacked by a number of Arabs whilst y 
at work in a garden in the heart of the Mellah. He was cirried to his house in 
an unconscious state, and died a few days after. Meauwhile, the perpetrators of 
the deed are at large. 

Seeing that matters were becoming daily worse, eleven of the leading members 
of the Morocco Jewish community resolved, in very despair, to tind the where- 
abouts of the Sultan, wherever he might be, personally complain to him of the 
cruel injustice of his officials, and implore his mercy. They have accordingly 
gone, bearing with them a present to his Majesty. Thus, these men have rent 
themselves from their families, left their commercial interests for the most part 
uncared for, and undertaken a journey, the duration and the arduousness of 
which cannot be computed. Thev well deserve that their mission should be 
crowned with success. Let us hope that his Shereefian Majesty, when they rezch 
him, may be graciously pleased to accord them a kind reception, and hearken ~ 
with a sympathetic ear to the sad grievances which they will tell him. 

I give you with much pleasure the following paragraph, taken from a recent 

issue of Al-Moghreb Al-Aksa, relating to a coreligionist of ours in Tangier : 
“We are sure the numerous friends of Mr. Isaac Abensur will be pleased to 
learn that he has been the recipient of a very handsome souvenir from Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Government. It consists of a writing case and blotting pad, 
richly covered with silver, having on them the Royal Coatof Arms. It is a fine 
specimen of worxmanship, and 1s worthy of the recipient. Mr. Abehsur comes 
from a family who have been for nearly a century officially connected with the 
British Legation in Morocco, In 1835, his grandfather acted as British Consul- 
General. The souvenir in question is a mark of the appreciation of Her 
Majesty’s Government to Mr, Abensur, for his services in connection with Sir 
West Ridgeway’s visit to the coast ports of Morocco, when Mr, Abensur accom- 
panied the party as interpreter. Mr. Abensur, though not a servantof the 
British Government, has on various occasions rendered services to the Consulate 
and Legation. The universal esteem in which he is held, and the commercial 
position he holds in Tangier are well known, and all bis friends, we are sure, 
wish him health and happiness to enjoy this and future honours.”

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


Germans, as well as those who study the German Janguage, will find in 
“ Fairs deutsche Haus,” by Professor Dr. Daniel Sanders (Berlin : E, Rosenbaum) 
a very valuable and interesting book. It isa charming selection of writings in 
the Bible, and of extracts from ancient Roman and Greek writers, They are 
given in German translations by Sanders himself, and such other eminent 
German writers as Mendelssohn, Herder, Luther, Schiller, von Voss, and 80 forth 
‘hus, the German garb in which those excerpts are given to the world, is truly 
beautiful, As agift book, the work may be highly recommended, pe 


Mr. Spiro has finished copying the Et: Chayim, by Jacob of London, and 
‘Dr. Adler bas collated the copy with the original MS., which has now gone back 
to Leipzig. It is to be hoped that the MS., as well as tbe second part of the 
Onyx Book will soon appear. Mr. Collins has it ready for publication. Dr. 
Neubauer writes on the Et: Chayim in the January number of the Jewish

The latest addition to the “Story of the Nations” series (Fisher Uawin, | 


1893) isa welcome volume. “Parthia” in the hands of Mr. George Rawlinson 
proves an attractive them>, Jewish readers will fiad much to interest them 
in the story of the Jewish communities under Parthian kings. The Parthian 
empire varied considerably in extent at different periods,and included Babylonia 
at the time when Jewish schools there were placed ona firm basis. The Jews 
enjoyed in Parthia almost complete civil rights, The Jewish communities 
formed practically an ¢mporium in imp?ria; they had their own magistrates and 
were granted municipal independence. Ia some places, the inhabitants were 
almost wholly Jews, and these were granted similar privileges to the ‘free 
towns” of the Greeks. Bad results sometimes occurred just because of this 
perfect ‘segregation. The different sections of the inhabitants of Parthia 
never amalgamated, and thus riots based on racial antipathies were not 
infreyuent in towns with tripartite populations. Stillthe Parthian Govern nents 
treated all rac:s under their control with admirable toleration, 


A curious incident in the history of the Jews of Parthia, is that told by Mr. 
Rawlinson on pages 248-252. At about the opening of the common era, two 
young Jews, Asinai and Anilai, brothers, of Nearda, were wronged by their 


employer and set up as bandit chiefs. Taeir band became the terror of the 


whole district. Tae Satrap of Bibylonia attempted to suppress them, and 
determined to attack them ona Sabbath. The bandits were beforehand. They 


themselves (unlike the Maccabzans, who only violated the Sabbath for defensive 


operations) took up the offensive, surprised the Satrap, and utterly Cefeated 
him. King Artabanus thereupon made Asinai, the elder of the bandit brothers, 


Satrap of Babylonia! The rest of the story can b2 read in Rawlinson's pages 
or in Graetz.. 


Our Jewish Historical Society here may take a hint from its Berlin sister, 
“Verein fiir jiidische Geschichte und Litteratur.”’ On Chanucab, a week or 
two back, this society distributed 490 copies of its excellent “ Divan of Jehuda 
Halevi’ among the pupils of various Jewish schools in Germany, 


Tae Berlin Beth Hamidrash Gesellschaft celebrated its 150th anniversary 


on December 16th. A strong programme was provided ; Dr. -I. Hildesheimer, 
Dr, Cohen, and others taking part. | 


_ A first-rate history of the Jews, in one volume, has been supplied by Dr, S. 
Bick, Rabbiner in Lissa. The second edition of his ‘“ Geschichte des judischen 
Volkes”’ brings the history right down to the present day. In the short compass 
of 650 pages, Dr. Bick has contrived to include a very readable and accurate 


summary of the history of the Jews and of their literature. Ican thoroughly 


recommend the book. It is as cheap as itis good. The price is only four marks 
unbound, five marks bound; and the publisher is J. Kaufmann, Frankfort-on- 
the Maine. Dr, Bick claims to have written from an impartial standpoint, and 
the claim is justified by the book. But though not biassed, Dr. Bick is frank 
and he has certainly done full justice to all the leaders of Jewish thought, even 
in the present century. His work is marked by none of the pettiness that dis. 
figures parts of Graetz’s eleventh volume. 


Dr. Baick’s Appendix, of more than 100 pages, contains specimens of most of 
the important works in Jewish literature, Perhaps this Appendix was a 
little superfluous by the side of Winter and Wiinsche’s “Jiidische Litteratur ” 
which is far fuller, and to which Dr, Bick himself .contributed a section. But 
though superfluous, the Appendix is very interesting, and after all not everyone 
has bought Winter and Wiiasche. One passage quoted by Dr. Bick is of special 
interest to English Jews. He gives a translation of Chacham Zsbi’s justifica- 
tion of the London Chacham Abraham Nieto, who was accused of preaching 
Spinozism in Bevis Marks, The Mahamad seems to have officially written to 
Coacham Zebi for au opinion, and the precedent can hardly be called a happy 
one, though the result was satisfactory. So carefully has Dr, Bick brought 
his work up to date, that I have only noticed a few slips. Thus Weiss’s“ Dor 


Dor Vedorshov ” is no longer a “ Vierbiiadiges Werk.” The fifth volume 
appeared long ago, 


A new popular history of the Jews in Spain (Hebrew) has aoeared at 
Warsaw.

The Club 
is open on Sundays, all day. In Lissa, is a new and flourishing club; 
Dr. Bick recently gave a lecture on the need of a club for the study of Jewish 
literature, and 42 members joined at the end of his discourse, The first meeting 
will be held this week. Similar clubs are on foot in Danzig, Thorn, Ironaclaw, 
Rogason, Schivelbein, Werl, and Militsch. In Berlin, the lectures intended 
chiefly for apprentices and young working men are held in the Blue Hall of the 
Hotel Alexanderplatz, every Sunday between 11 and 12. These efforts to 
popularise Jewish history and literature are very encouraging. 


‘Herr Jacob Pitikowski, Hebrew teacher in Trachenberg, has published the 
first part of APY" 3°, consisting of homilies on the Jewish prayers. 


Professor Dr. Martin Phillipson has been elected Corresponding Member of 
the Madrid Royal Academy of Sciences. Spanish learning has been making 
some amends, in recent years, for the scurvy treatment meted out to Jews in 
Spain in past centuries. Professor Graetz, it will be remembered, was similarly 
honoured, and dedicated his 8th volume (containing the story of the expulsion 
of the Jews from Spain), to the Royal Historical Academy of Spain. 


The troubles of candidates for examinations are often needlessly augmented 
by printers’ errors in the papers set. Especially is this the case with Hebrew. The 
“ College of Preceptors ”’ has been the most recent offender. Not only are there 
several disturbing mistakes in the First Class Hebrew paper set for December 
8th, but the type used is altogether bad. Moreover, the Scripture paper contains 
questions that should not be there. Paper A, Question 5, runs thus: ‘“ What 
do you gather, from the narrative and recent discoveries, to have been the state 
of civilisation of the dispossesse1 peoples ?” It will be time enough to answer 
such questions when scholars have agreed as to the precise bearing of the Tel 
Amarna tablets ; a school boy ought not to be expected to answer such ques- 
tions. Equally inadmissible is the 5th Question of Paper 13: ‘‘ In what did the 
Temple as restored differ from that (a) of Solomon, (/) of Herod?’ Did the 


temple given by Josephus? I faar that there is far too much shvw in the papers 
of more than one examining boty, I, A. 


JUBILEE OF THE BETH-HAMIDRASH IN BERLIN. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


Berx, 18, 1893. 


The 150th anniversary of the Beth-Hamidrash was celebrated in a dignified 
manner last Saturday evening, in the spacious hall of ‘“ Gesellschaft 
der Freunde.” The Society, formed in 1743 to promote the study 
of the Talmud, has most effectually succeeded in this respect, owing to its tutors, 
who have been distinguished for their scholarship. The Beth-Hamidrash can 
look back with pride on its past, and on the work it has achieved.

So much has been written on the subject of the Jews in Russi ing 

| volume, summing up clearly in 180 pages, the whole facts of ab weadiee te 
causes to which it is to be ascribed, the relation of the Russo-Jewish problem to 

others concerning the nations of Europe, and the only possible solutions of that 

roblem, cannot fail to be acceptable, not only to Jews, but to all who are 
interested in human well-being. Such a volume is that by Professor Errera, of 
which the sub-title, given at the head of this article, wil convey some idea of 
the only alternatives he deems possible. It is true he mentions four conceivable 
solutions of the present difficulty :—Extermination, conversion en masse (t> the 
Orthodox Greek Uhurch,) emigration, and emancipation. By cogent reasoning 
however, that needs not be cited, he shows that conversion is as little possible 
as it is desirable, and quotes an eminent Russian writer, Mons. J. Novicow (Paris 
1893), who says that only demoralised Jews, devoid of all sense of honour are 
baptised, and that, “thus the Russian Government casts into the lap of the 
Orthodox Greek Church the scum and refuse of the Synagogue.” Emigration he 
considers equally impossible both for want of adequate funds 
cogent reasons, while he proves, beyond a 
there room for all the Jews in Russia, but that they are actually wanted there in 
both senses of the words, by the soil and its people, and that this fact is recog- 
nised by the highest intelligences among the Russians themselves. The facts 
he adduces, and the impartial, often even hostile, authorities he quotes, prove, no 
less beyond the possibility of doubt, that to let things remain as they are, 
would be, in its effects upon the Russian Jews, equivalent to ordering their 
extermination “ by fire and the sword,” only slower, and in the necessary results of 
the gradual process, a danger of no ordinary magnitude to Europe. It is not merel y 
a question of the few thousand refugees who may come in to swell the labour 
markets, or to ve, for a time, dependent on charity in other countries; but, as any- 
one who carefully reads Professor Errera’s graphic descriptions of the way in 
which Jews are compelled to live in the cities of the Pale of Settlement, will have no 
difficulty in realising : the danger is greater than that indicated in the following :— 
“It is your affuir,” (tua res agitur, addressed to the civilised world) “ for the 
violent heaping together of the Jewish population into a territory the boundaries 
of which are being continually narrowed, in proportion as it is being crowded 
with unfortunates, their accumulation in houses four or five times too small, the 
exclusion from agricultural life, the parsimonious limitation of education. the 
prohibition of trades, the closing of careers : all this must end in such discourage- 
ment as will make the strongest succumb, in material misery and physiological 
decay of which the proofs are already only too evident. Thus perhaps without 
suspecting it, the Russian Government is by the Jewish persecution creating a 
favourable scil for epidemics which, from the Ghettos of the Pale, may well 
spread throughout Russia, Poland, Austria, Germany and the whole of Europe.”

Salaries of 34d., and 4$d., a day are contested for 
by a crowd of miserable beings, who are only to» happy to get a morsel cf 
bread ; were it not for their exemplary sobriety, certain hygienic rules belonging 
to their religion, the liveliness of family sentiment and their truly heroic resig- 
nation, 1t would be incomprehensible how so many of the unfortunates manage 
to survive the privations they endure. But human strength and physiological 
resistance have a limit. If the state of things does not very soon change, if it 
be not, at the very least, permitted for the Israelites to spread themselves over 
the whole surface of the Pale of Settlement, the end of the Nineteenth Century 
will assist with horror at a catastrophe for which Russian legislation will be alone 
responsible, and which may now be feared from day to day ; an epidemic of 
typhus exanthématique, born of squalor, which will mow down hundreds of 
thousands of human beings and will spread throughout the whole of Europe.

All accusations brought against the Jews by those who try to excuse the 
persecutions, are ably answered by Mons. Errera ; not in the spirit of a partisan or 
by argument alone, but by quotations from Russian, English, American, German, 
and Belgian authorities, the most impartial, and even from Russian official docu-

The French Academy of Fine Arts has awarded the Rossini Prize for the 
present year to M. Henri Hirschmann for his ‘‘ Ahasuerus,” legendin two parts. 
The Rossini competition is of a double nature, poetry andmusic. It is in the 
latter that M. Hirschmann has been successful, the words for the legend 
being furnished by M. L. Angé de Lassus. The eminent French musical critic, 
Francisque Sarcey, has nothing but praise for M. Hirschmann. “ Unlike other 
years (he writes), this competition has given us more than a promise, it has 
enriched us by a net result of a composition which might do honour to anyone. 
The score does not look like that of a learner. M. Hirschmann writes 
with a firmness and a just expression, and betrays neither the commonplace, nor 
the exaggeration so usual with the young.” The subject which he bas taken 
deals with the ancient legend of the Wandering Jew, a daring subject to treat 
after the masterly treatment by Halévy. The legend is worked out in the 
simplest manner. At the end Ahasuerus is saved from his doom of hanging to 
walk the earth forremorse. We find him in the last scene in the desert, where 
he has lost his way, with only a few drops of water remaining in his gourd. 
He is about to put it to bis lips when he hears the sad moans of a mother 
and the cry of an infant dying with thirst. Ahasuerus hastens in their 
direction, offers his gourd and saves the child. Then he feels a deep sleep 
creeping over him, during which he has a beautiful vision. From this he wakes 
redeemed and ascends to heaven. M.Sarcey concludes as he began, by praising 
the excellent conception and working out of M. Hirschmann’s themes, in which 
allis so moderate, true and free from exaggeration, while it does not fail to 
make its mark,

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


Germans, as well as those who study the German Janguage, will find in 
“ Piirs deutsche Haus,” by Professor Dr. Daniel Sanders (Berlin : E, Rosenbaum) 
a very valuable and interesting book. It isa charming selection of writings in 
the Bible, and of extracts from ancient Roman and Greek writers, They are 
given in German translations by Sanders himself, and such other eminent 
German writers as Mendelssohn, Herder, Luther, Schiller, von Voss, and so forth

The latest addition to the “ Story of the Nations” series (Fisher Uawin, 
--1893) is a welcome volume. “ Parthia” in the hands of Mr. George Rawlinson 
proves an attractive them». Jewish readers will fiad much to interest them 
in the story of the Jewish communities under Parthian kings. The Parthian 
empire varied considerably in extent at different periods,and included Babylonia 
at the time when Jewish schools there were placed on a firm basis, The Jews 
enjoyed in Parthia almost complete civil rights. The Jewish communities 
formed practically an imperium in imperio; they had their own magistrates and 
were granted municipal independence. Ia some places, the inhabitants were 
almost wholly Jews, and these were granted similar privileges to the ‘ free 
town: of the Greeks. Bad results sometimes occurred just because of this 
perfect isegregation. The different ssctions of the inhabitants of Parthia 
never amalgamated, and thus riots based on racial antipathies were not 
‘infrequent in towns with tripartite populations, Stillthe Parthian Govern nents 
treated all rac:s under their control with admirable toleration. 


A curious incident in the history of the Jews of Parthia, is that told by Mr. 
Rawlinson on pages 248-252. At about the opening of the common era, two 
young Jews, Asinai and Anilai, brothers, of Nearda, were wronged by their 
employer andset up as bandit chiefs, Taeir band became the terror of the 
whole district. The Sitrap of Bibylonia attempted to suppress them, and 
determined to attack them on a Sabbath. The bandits were beforehand. They 
themselves (unlike the Maccabz ins, who only violated the Sabbath for defensive 
operations) took up the offensive, surprised the Satrap, and utterly Cefeated 
him. King Artabanus thereupon made Asinai, the elder of the bandit brothers, 
Satrap of Babylonia! The rest of the story can b2 read in Rawlinson’s pages 
or in Graetz. 


Our Jewish Historical Society here may take a hint from its Berlin sister

A first-rate history of the Jews, in one volume, has been supplied by Dr, S, 
Bick, Rabbiner in Lissa. The second edition of his “ Geschichte des judischen 
Volkes” brings the history right down to the present day. Inthe short compass 
of 650 pages, Dr. Bick has contrived to include a very readable and accurate 
I can thoroughly 
recommend the book, It is as cheap as itis good. The price is only four marks 
unbound, five marks bound ; and the publisher is J, Kaufmann, Frankfort-on- 
the Maine. Dr, Bick claims to have written from an impartial standpoint, and 
the claim is justified by the book. But though not biassed, Dr. Biick is frank ; 
and he has certainly done full justice to all the leaders of Jewish thought, even 
in the present century, His work is marked by none of the pettiness that dig. 
figures parts of Graetz’s eleventh volume, | 


Dr. Bick’s Appendix, of more than 100 pages, contains specimens of most of 
the important works in Jewish literature. Perhaps this Appendix was a 
little superfluous by the side of Winter and Wiinsche’s “Jiidische Litteratur ” 
which is far fuller, and to which Dr, Bick himself contributed a section, But 
though superfluous, the Appendix is very interesting, and after all not everyone 
has bought Winter and Wiinsche. One passage quoted by Dr. Bick is of special 
interest to English Jews. He gives a translation of Chacham Zsbi’s justifica- 
tion of the London Chacham Abraham Nieto, who was accused of preaching 
Spinozism in Bevis Marks, The Mahamad seems to have officially written to 
Cnacham Zebi for an opinion, and the precedent can hardly be called a happy 
one, though the result was satisfactory. So carefully has Dr. Bick brought 
his work up to date, that I have only noticed a few slips. Thus Weiss’s “ Dor

It will be time enough to answer 
such questions when scholars have agreed as to the precise bearing of the Tel 
Amarna tablets ; a school boy ought not to be expected to answer such ques- 
tions. Equally inadmissible is the 5th Question of Paper 13: ‘In what did the 
Temple as restored differ from that (2) of Solomon, (?) of Herod?’ Did the 


examiner imagine that boys ought to know by heart the details of Herod's | 


temple given by Josephus? I fear that there is far too much s/w in the papers 
of more than one examining body. | I, A.

The 150th anniversary of the Beth-Hamidrash was celebrated in a dignified 
minner last Saturday evening, in the spacious hall of “ Gesellschaft 
der Freunde.” The Society, formed in 1743 to promote the study 
of the Talmud, has most effectually succeeded in this respect, owing to its tut

The splendid banquet held in its honour last evening, testifies to the many 
circles into which it has penetrated, and to its many supporters. The banquet 
was graced by the presence of the Vorstand and many of the “ Reprisentanten ”’ 
of the Jewish community, several Rabbiners, many Jewish savants and Hofrath 
Dr. Dembo, of St. Petersburgh. The banquet was preceded by the choir singing 
OMY after which the venerable Rabbiner Dr. I. Hildesheimer 
welcomed the guests. He pointed out the holy signification of the Jubilee, 
and expressed his see that the times for the Jews have become 
brighter than at the foundation of the Beth Hamidrash. 

The next speaker, Rabbiner Dr, Cohn emphasised the importansze of the 
Beth Hamidrash, which aimed not only at studying Judaism and 
the Talmud, but at disseminating its teachings. The Kabbiner of the Beth 
Hamidrash, Dr. A. Biberfeld, gave an historical retrospect of those times, when 
under the great Elector, the first Jews were taken from Vienna to Berlin. in 
1671 they were allowed to form a community, and in 1712, the first synagogue 
was built ; before this time only private synagogues existed. Thirty-two years 
afterwards, in 1743, sufficient money was collected to found the Beth Hamidrash. 
Its library now contains 1,80) volumes. Rabbiner Dr. Biberfeld sketched 
shortly the work of the Rabbiners attached to it. He purposes giving a more 
detailed account of its history is a brochure. |

EXTERMINATION OR EMANOIPATION. 
| Russians like

So much has been written on the subject of the Jews in Russi i 
volume, summing up clearly in 180 pages, the whole facts of pole sentient 
causes to which it is to be ascribed, the relation of the Russo-Jewish problem to 
others concerning the nations of Europe, and the only possible solutions of that 

roblem, cannot fail to be acceptable, not only to Jews, but to all who are 
interested in human well-being. Such a volume is that. by Professor Errera, of 
which the sub-title, given at the head of this article, will convey some idea of 
the only alternatives he deems possible. It is true he mentions four conceivable 
solutions of the present difficulty :—Extermination, conversion en masse (t> the 
Orthodox Greek Uhurch,) emigration, and emancipation. By cogent reasonin 
however, that needs not be cited, he shows that conversion is as little scnalte 
as it is desirable, and quotes an eminent Russian writer, Mons. J. Novicow ( Paris 
1893), who says that only demoralised Jews, devoid of all sense of honour, are 
baptised, and that, “thus the Russian Government casts into the lap of the 
Orthodox Greek Church the scum and refuse of the Synagogue.” Emigration he 
considers equally impossible both for want of adequate funds and for other 
cogent reasons, while he proves, beyond a shadow of a doubt, that not only is 
there room for all the Jews in Russia, but that they are actuall y wanted there in 
both senses of the words, by the soil and its people, and that this fact is recog- 
nised by the highest intelligences among the Russians themselves. The facts 
he adduces, and the impartial, often even hostile, authorities he quotes, prove, no 


less beyond the possibility of doubt, that to let things remain as they are, 


would be, in its effects upon the Russian Jews, equivalent to ordering their 
extermination “ by fire and the sword,” only slower, and in the necessary results of 
the gradual process, a danger of no ordinary magnitude to Europe. It is not merely 
a question of the few, thousand refugees who may come in to swell the labour 
markets, or to ve, for a time, dependent on charity in other countries; but; as any- 
one who carefully reads Professor Errera’s graphic descriptions of the way in 
which Jews are compelled to live in the cities of the Pale of Settlement, will have no 
difficulty in realising : the danger is greater than that indicated in the following :— 
“Tt is your affuir,” (tua res agitur, addressed to the civilised world) “ for the 
violent heaping together of the Jewish population into a territory the boundaries 
of which are being continually narrowed, in proportion as it is being crowded 
with unfortunates, their accumulation in houses four or five times too small, the 
exclusion from agricultural life, the parsimonious limitation of education. the 
prohibition of trades, the closing of careers : all this must end in such discourage- 
ment as will make the strongest succumb, in material misery and physiological 
decay of which the proofs are already only too evident. Thus perhaps without 
suspecting it, the Russian Government is by the Jewish persecution creating a 
favourable scil for epidemic3 which, from the Ghettos of the Pale, may well 
‘spread throughout Russia, Poland, Austria, Germany and the whole of Europe.’ 

In two admirable chapters on the Jewish population, the Territory and the 
condition of the Jews therein, it is shown that though the Pale of Settlement, 
consisting of 15 out of the 50 provinces of Russia proper in addition to Poland, 
is nominally large ; yet its situation and the artificial restrictions on dwelling and 
working even there lead inevitably to overcrowding, and moral and physical 
conditions of life, as well as to a degree of poverty that are indescribably 


- appalling, unexampled in any other part of the world and well-nigh incredible. 
‘So crowded together are the Jews in those towns where they form the majority 


of the population, that one finds three occupying the space that lodges one 
Christian ; the corners of a room are let to entire families. Where it is possible 
to find work of any kind, wages are constantly being reduced, energetic and 
skilled workmen can scarcely earn 11s, 6d., a week and are out of work for 
many months in the year. Salaries of 3$d.,and 4}d.,.a day are contested for 
by a crowd of miserable beings, who are only to» happy to get a morsel of 
bread ; were it not for their exemplary sobriety, certain hygienic rules belonging 
to their religion, the liveliness of family sentiment and their truly heroic resig- 


nation, 1t would be incomprehensible how so many of the unfortunates manage 
to survive the privations they endure. But human strength and physiological . 
resistance have a limit. 


If the state of things does not very soon change, if it 
be not, at the very least, permitted for the Israelites to spread themselves over 
the whole surface of the Pale of Settlement, the end of the Nineteenth Century 


will assist with horror at a catastrophe for which Russian legislation will be alone’ 
responsible, and which may now be feared from day to day ; an epidemic of 


typhus exanthématique, born of squalor, which will mow down hundreds of 
thousands of human beings and will spread throughout the whole of Europe. 
For some time past this typhus, so rare elsewhere, has been endemic in Poland, 
and the indifference of governments, before this terrible menace, is perhaps 
preparing for them a frightful punishment.” 

All accusations brought against the Jews by those who try to excuse the 


persecutions, are ably answered by Mons. Errera ; notin the spirit of a partisan or 


by argument alone, but by quotations from Russian, English, American, German, 
and Belgian authorities, the most impartial, and even from Russian official docu- 
ments, and even the papers most hostile to the Jews; as, for example, the 
Grajdanine and the Novoie Vremia. Moreover, although he traces the history of 


the Jews in Russia back to the earliest times proving them to be no “ Aliens,” but © 


among the original inhabitants both of Russia proper and of the countries it has 
conquered, and gives a succinct account of the origin and older history of anti- 
Jewish laws and persecutions, his information 1s thoroughly “up to date, 

documents and magazine articles of such recent dates as October, 1893: being laid 


under contribution. 


With regard to the accusation of usury, what he has to say 18 particularly 
interesting. Not only does he repeat what has often been demonstrated that the 
fact of Jews devoting themselves at all to money lending and kindred occupations 
iz the direct result of the laws which close against them nearly every other mode 
of investing money or earning a livelihood, while he shows. that the majority of 
Jews who are persecuted are not the rich or the well-to-do, but the very poor who 
have nothing whatever to lend ; but he points out * what will astonish many 
people” :—According to Russian official reports, 1n the Western provinces of the 
empire the rates of interest payed by the peasants to the J ewish money lenders are 


- notably less than those demanded by the * Koulak ” (Russian negotiator) in the 


provinces closed to the Jews, or by the village Popes and by their wives—the 
latter often insist on being paid 100 to 356 percent. per annum—or than the 
Russian authorities themselves (as for example, the Provincial Councils) who 
demand 73} per cent. for perfectly secured short loans (see } oskhod, J uly, 1893).

MUSICAL NOTES. 


Mr, Leo Taussig gave his first Recital at Steinway Hall on Tuesday 
evening. Heisa pupil of the great violoncellist, David Popper, and succeeded 
best in the graceful “Serenade,” and the intricate “Spinnlied from his 
master’s pen.

The French Academy of Fine Arts has awarded the "ossini Prize for the 
present year to M. Henri Hirschmann for his ** Ahasuerus,” legendin two parts. 
The Rossini competition is of a double nature, poetry andmusic. It is in the 
latter that M. Hirschmann has been successful, the words for the legend 
being furnished by M. L. Angé de Lassus. The eminent French musical critic, 
Francisque Sarcey, has nothing but praise for M. Hirschmann. “ Unlike other 
years (he writes), this competition has given us more than a promise, it has 
enriched us by a net result of a composition which might do honour to anyone. 
The score does not look like that of a learner. M. Hirschmann writes 
with a firmness and a just expression, and betrays neither the commonplace, nor 
the exaggeration so usual with the young.” ‘The subject which he has taken 
deals with the ancient legend of the Wandering Jew, a daring subject to treat 
after the masterly treatment by Halevy. The legend is worked out in the — 
simplest manner. At the end Ahasuerus is saved from his doom of hanging to 
walk the earth forremorse. We find him in the last scene in the desert, where 
he has lost his way, with only a few drops of water remaining io his gourd. 
He is about to put it to his lips when he hears the sad moans of a mother 
and the cry of an infant dying with thirst. Ahasuerus hastens in their 
direction, offers his gourd and saves the child. Then he feels a deep sleep 
creeping over him, during-which he has a beautiful vision. From this he wakes 
redeemed and ascends to heaven. M.Sarcey concludes as he began, by praising. 
the excellent conception-and working out of M. Hirschmann’s themes, in which 
all is so moderate, true and free from exaggeration, while it does not fa:l to

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CONGREGATIONAL SINGING. 


A PAPER READ AT THE HAMPSTEAD TOWN HALL ON SUNDAY, DECEMBER 177TH, 1893, 
BY ALGERNON H, LINDO. 


Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen, I will take it for granted that all of 
you here to-day take an interest in this subject and hold very strong opinions 
upon it. Of course I know there are many of the community who, when they 
attend a synagogue, listen apathetically to the efforts of the choir ; if they 
recognise any of the tunes, and they feel inclined to join in, they do 89 ; occa- 
sionally they sing the tunes without recognising them, but they are quite 
unaware that the right of a congregation to assist the choir to sing badly, or 
otherwise, is a matter of fierce contention, and I dare say, wonder why on 
earth anyone can want to bold forth upon such a very unimportant matter. Well, 
if there are any such here to-day, I must ask them, while fully sympathising 
with them, to allow me to ignore them, aud Ishall take it for granted that my 
audience consists solely of those who hold very decided opinions, indeed, upon 
the matter ; only I believe, positively decided as you may-be, you will find I am 
not comparatively, but superlatively so, and all your notions, matched with 
mine, are as moonlight unto sunlight, are as water unto wine. 

But before entering upon the subject of my paper I should like to say a 
few words with respect to the position I hold at the Hampstead Synagogue, 
hecause at the risk of seeming egotistical, I must talk about myself and my con- 
gregation, and draw upon my own experiences for my illustrations. I should 
be more than ungrateful if I omitted to say that in my capacity as choir-master 
I have always met with the greatest courtesy and considération. I have made 
many friends, and I want to entreat you to remember that if I seem to refer, 
however indirectly, to any of my fellow-workers in communal matters in any 
unfriendly spirit, it is, because, for the time being, I must perforce regard them 
not as fellow-workers, not as friends, not even as human beings, but simply as 
holders of opinions I am: anxious to combat, and, if [ urge my case with more 
zeal than discretion, let me beg of you to look upon my apparent lapses from the 
paths of friendly iatercourse more in sorrow than in anger, and attribute them 


~ to the sincerity of my convictions, and to my knowledge of the melancholy 


fact that in whatever | say I shall have the cordial disagreement of nearly every- 
body present. | 

I wish, first of all, to utter a protest against the title of this paper, 
a title for which I am_ perhaps partly, but not wholly, to blame. 
Instead of *‘ Congregational Singing” I wish to ca)] it “ Congregational , Joining- 
in.” Joining-in is a humbler, and far more suitable expression ; why, the sounds 
emitted by some of the synagogue choirs can hardly be called singing, and the 
vocal performance of the most accomplished congregation 1s far below that of 
the most indifferent choir from a musical standpoint, whatever merit it may 
have from a devotional point of view. 

You doubtless all remember the starling in Sterne’s *‘ Sentimental Journey ” 
with its constantly reiterated “ I can’t get out, I can’t get out ;” well, the bitter 
cry of outcast Judze. seems to be “ We can’t join in, we can’t join in,” and who is 
to blame for it? Why the miserable, misguided, over-ambitious choirmaster. Let 
us look at the matter according to your ideas, and see how simple an affair it is 

after all, and how very poor acase, we, thatis I the opposition, have. It is 
eminently desirable, I can imagine you saying, that all members of a congrega- 
tion, from infants in their first, to patriarchs in their second childhood should be 
able to participate in the service, and not to have to sit mutely suffering under the 
infliction of fugal atrocities, et hoc genus omne, as if they were at ag Albert Hall 
oratorio performance, and to attain that consummation, most devoutly to be 
wished, it is imperative to have the very simplest musical settings of the 
prayers, settings that can be caught up at once, remembered, and joined in by the 
most unmusical congregation. Surely this, the popular idea of the matter, is so 
simple, and withal so reasonable, that it must meet every objection and leave 
the wretched choirmaster nothing whatever to urge against it. Well, 
there is something to be said onthe other side. I don’t want to frighten you 
_ and say there is a great deal to be said on the other side ; my original intention 
was to make a few remarks just to open the discussion on this subject and leave 
the burden of the work to you ; and although | find I have to speak at somewhat 
greater length than I anticipated, I will do my best to make my remarks a kind 
of Liebig’s extract of argument, and allow as much time as possible for discus. 
sion. If I stated, as an undoubted truism, that music should always reflect ag 
nearly as possible the spirit of the words to which it is allied, 1 suppose no one 
would disagree with me ; you would think it very absurd if comic words were 
put to Chopin’s Funeral March, or a pathetic poem adapted to the Gendarmes’ Duet 
from Genevieve, and yet, if you once grant that music should be appropriate to 
the words, you would find that you would disapprove of most of the musical 
numbers we use at present in our synagogues. Let me explain this a little more 
clearly—you want your tunes to have a strongly-marked rhythm, and to be what 
is popularly known as catchy ; well, it is impossible to put a simple melody with a 
well-defined rhythm to prose words—you can't, in fact, set hymn tunes to 
anthems. We have no hymns in our service excepting En Kelohenu and Adon- 
Ngolam, and neither of those breathes the sweet simplicity of the Christian 
hymns, they are strong, dramatic poems, and the En Kelohenu is not even a 
satisfactory example of that kind of literature, it works up to a splendid anti- 
climax, and then dwindles off into an epilogue of unnecessary prose, which must 
have been tacked on to the poem some time subsequent to its original compo- 
sition. Still, take them for all in all, there are in our Sabbath Morning Service 
two rhythmical prayers which have been se 
by several composers, but they stand almost alone, two poetic oases in a desert of 
grandiloquent prose. Let us examine the prayers in a little more detail—first we 
will take the Mizmor Shir Leyom Hashabat Tob Lehodat Ladonai. If you gave 
that to any composer of ability he would, if not writing for a Jewish congrega- 
tion, set it as an ordinary anthem with a properly worked out theme. and the 
style of the music would change as ..2 sentiment of the words changed ; that 
of course, is the only treatment from a musical poiat of view, but then it would 
take you all a long while before you could join in, Now, suppose we take a 
setting you would all approve of, we should have a strongly accentuated rhythm, 
and sing it as if it were verse, it might not even strike you as 
being in any way inappropriate so long as we sang it in Hebrew : but, if you 
Wish to see how you are spoiling a beautiful prayer, sing it in English to the 
same air, [ have no doubt it wiil sound very shocking to you when you hear it 
not on'y as you would have to sing it, but as b 
Take another example, Mizmor Ledavid, Habu Ladonai Beni Elim, that is a truly 
magnificent piece of Hebrew literature, and you are quite content if it is set to a 


four-part harmony exercise. Why, think of the openi ”

| thundereth:” You don’t feel the need of a tremendous choral outburst at those 
words? Well, I do; you must have something musically big, strong and 
dramatic for all the prayers of this description ; but you haven't got it, and you 
don't want it, and if you did have it you woulda’t like it. You want your simple 
tune which works up to a big noise at the end, and it never seems to have struck 
anyone with a sense of incongruity that, in this special Psalm, the melody in most 
of the settings sung at present should be simple and quiet at the words “The 
(tod of Glory thundereth,” and should finish up with a grand fortissimo when the 
words are “ The Lord shall bless His people with peace.” | 
You don’t realise the difference between the Christian and Jewish prayers ; 
a Christian hymn is as simple as a nursery rhyme, whatever air it is set to—you, 
or anyone else could join in at once—the rhythm is clearly marked, no melody 
but the very simplest would be appropriate, and then, Christian men and women 
sit together in church, and they sing together,-the voices, male and female, blend, 
and the congregation, mirabile dictu, sing quietly and moderately, and are content 
to merge their individuality into that of the choir. A Jewish congregation 
seldom sings, but when it does, it is neither quiet nor moderate. I recollect one 
Synagogue where the congregation sang enthusiastically, and execrably, the choir 
never had a chance, and I particularly recall one genial old basso-profundo who 
never followed the choir, he always led it, led it down to the deep C very often, 
and then drowned it, drowned it in the overwhelming fervour of his own solo 
performance ; drowning the choir and murdering the music was this gentleman’s 
idea of congregational singing. Now, although a Christian congregation assists 
in the hymns, you will notice that it always listens attentively, and respectfully 
when the anthem is being sung, and never thinks of assisting the trained 
professional choir withits untrained amateur efforts, but a mere anthem would not 
be enough to. baulk a Jewish congregation if it meant business—vocal modesty is 
not a Semitic attribute ; enthusiasm seldom, apathy often, but diffidence of any 
kind, never. Why, has it not been reckoned a phenomenon for all ages that the 


chief characteristic of Moses, the lawgiver, was, that he was a meek man; one 


would think from the way this fact is always insisted upon that he was perhaps 
the only meek man who ever existed among the Jews. 

_ [have already reminded you of the fact that you can’t put hymn tunes t) 
anthems, that is, you cannot set to elaborate prose words melodies that are appro- 
priate to simple verse, I wish you would bear that in mind as constituting one of 
the chief difliculties in the way of congregational joining-in. Let u3 take an 
example, anything will do, the simpler the better. I will give you a verse of a 
little poem that I quoted ata Jewish Club I have the honour.of belonging to, 
when I opened a discussion on this subject of Congregational Singing a short 
time ago. It began— | 

“ How doth the busy Macca-Beo 

Pass every shining hour ? 

By doing ali the wondrous thinzs 

That lie within his power.” | 
You can see’how appropriate evena childishly simple tune would be, but let us tran 
scribe that into prose. ‘ Tell me, ye that have information upon the subject, 
how they, wno to the world are known as Maccabees, pass the hours allotted to, 
them.” You can surely see the difficulties in theway of singing this prose 
transcription to as simple an air as would be suitable to the poem in its original 
form. Ireferreda short time back tothe general opinion upon congregational 
efforts. I apologise ; I have found by experience that no such thing exists as 
a general opinion upon any matter connected with synagogue choirs. I have col- 
lected data from many parts, and listened to suggestions from many sides, and 
I intend to place some of these contradictory suggestions before you, so that you 
can say if you think Iam right when I tell you that having collected opinions 
from many choirmasters, and many congregations, I came to the conclusion that: 
the only satisfactory course of conduct would be to receive ail suggestions in a. 
spiritof acquiescent humility, and then act entirely as I thought best myself. 
A lady from a West End synagogue told me that she preferred bad singing in 
the service, and she wasn’t a ‘“ newhumourist ;” she meant what she said, for, 
according to her, bad singing was more devout, therewas nothing studied about it, 
it did not, she said, suggest a concert or musical performance, and if the whole 
end and aim of a musical service are that it should be unmusical, her views are 
very much to be commended. Then caine a voice of entreaty from our own congre- 
gation begging me to mike somechanges in the service, and suggesting anew 
Kedusha , as they were getting so tired of the old one ; before I had time to act 
upon this very reasonable suggestion, a contented congregant,—there is such a 


number. He said, ‘ we are- just beginning to know it.’ Fifteen months of one: 
melody oncea week, to say nothing of the holy-days, and ‘they were just beginn- 
ing to know it!” I have been comparing notes with a choirmaster who some time 
ago Dad brilliant ideas of reform in choral singing in places of worship, and, for 
the sake of furnishing material for my subject to-day, he has given me the 
benefit of his experience with full permission to make what use I like 
of it; [ am _ sure you will be interested in the eximples of 
the difficulties he had to contend with when I Jay’ them 
before you. He was first of all asked not tocompose anything for his own 
choir, after having one or two of his own compositions performed, not that his 
congregation, when once reconciled to them, objected to them, on the contrary ; 
the numbers in question became very popular, but, he was told “the first time 
you give them they are unfamiliar,” he reminded them that most things were 
when quite new. I may mention that he was also asked by other congregants to 
give as many of his own compositions as possible. Then it was suggested to him 
that anything he composed should be submitted to a committee of two, who 
should hear it played through on the pianoforte, and decide, on a first hearing, 
whether it would be effective when sung, and if it should be incorporated in the 
service ; if the setting did not meet with the approval of the entire committee— 
of two—he was to write something else, as if composing an anthem» were as 
simple as writing a letter ; it was even suggested to him that he should cut out 
any bar that was too elaborate and substitute something simpler. When 
expatiating on this matter to me he used to wax very indignant, and say he 
should like to have an opportunity of telling his congregation some of the 
technique of the composer's art. ‘“ Don’t they know,” he would say—at least 
as nearly as 1 can remember it—‘‘that a composer has first to imbue himself 


appropriate theme, develop it in a musicianly manner according to the canons 
of musical theory, change the style of the melody as the spirit of the words 
changes, make each part effective for the different voices, with a due regard to 
the effect as an ensemble, avoid all grammatical errors, and bring it to an 
effective climax, having given due attention to modulation and other technical 
details, and then, if a non-musical committee of two does not happen to approve 
of it on afirst hearing as a pianoforte solo, they say “oh, write something else,” 
much as they would tell a jeweller to change the glass of their watch.

tionally high voice, we must either change our key or sometimes sing a particular 
number in a rather higher key than it is perhaps desirable from your point of view. 
Then voices, when unaccompanied, have a tendency to fall, and if we begin too 
low we may get down toa key that will be impossible for altos and bass<s, and 
very uncomfortable for the sopranos, so that when you tell me not to change the 
key, and yet never to let the choir sing high notes yon are rettirg me a task 
compared to which squaring the circle or finding the philosopher's stone is mere 
child’s play. It has also been suggested to me that I should confine myself 
almost exclusively to traditional music! They feel if it is traditional it stands to 
reason it must be familiar, if familiar, it is equivalent to saying they can easily 
join in, proving, with all the simple directness of a problem in Euclid, how one 
thing is equal to the other, the congregation, for iustance, being equal to the 
music—leaving me to add Euclid’s corollary—which is absurd !

‘There are now Societies for Jewish literature in Hamburg, Leipsic, 
Cologne, Breslau, Hanover, Frankfurt-on-Main, Carlsruhe, Mannheim, Cassel, and 
in many other-towns, and in all these, enthusiastic members are most zealous in 
propagating Jewish history and literature. | . 

The Berlin Society has arranged lectures for Jewish clerks and artisans on 
Sundzy mornings, and these are well attended. Dr. Gustav Karpeles 
delivered the first lecture ; Mr. Albert Katz spoke on the 24th November: and 
on the 3rd December Dr. Schaefer spoke on the *‘ Maccabeans.”’ On the 10th 
December Dr. Hirsch Hildesheimer read a paper. 

At the meetings in the evening, Dr. Heinrich Meyer-Cohn spoke October 
24th, on Jewish’ Alien Law, and Tuesday, November 29th, Mr. Benas Levy on

The Rev. Salomon Spitzer, who was Rabbi of the Orthodox or Polish Con- 
gregation at Vienna for over 19 years, died recently at the age of 69. The 
ceceased was a son-in-law of the Chief Rabbi of Pressburg (Hungary), R. Moses 
Sofer, and a very great Talmudical Scholar and Preacher. He was highly 
respected and beloved by the whole of the Vienna Jewish Community for his 
great learning, amiability and firmness of character. By his own wish he was 
buried in the Jewish Cemetery at Pressburg, his native town, where all the 
members of his family are interred. Thousands of people attended the 
funeral both at Vienna and Pressburg, and several funeral orations were 
delivered by celebrated Rabbis. Along the entire route of the funeral proces- 
sion the shops were closed, and the gas lamps in the streets were lighted out of 
respect for the deceased. Dr. Jellinek and Dr, Giidemann, the two Chief 


Rabbis of Vienna, wrote warm obituaries of the deceased Rabbi in the local 
Jewish press, 


FRANCE, 

_ The Academy of Moral and Political Sciences has elected as a member, by 
“3 votes out of 34, M. Charles Lyon-Caen, Professor at the Faculty of Laws of 
Paris. M. Lyon-Caen was the first nominee on the list. Since the death of M. 
Adolphe Franck, this Academy had no Jew among its members. Every section 
of the Institute of France, with the exception of the Académie Francaise, 
possesses Jewish members. In the Academy of Inscriptions and Literature, 
there are four: MM, Derenbourg, Bréal, Oppert and Henri Weill; in the 
Acidemy of Sciences, also four: MM. Maurice Levy, Loewy, Lippmann and 
Bischoffsheim ; in the Academy of Fine Arts, one, Baron Alphonse de 
Rothschild, 

M. Moise Schwab, who for a long series of years has been attached to the 
National Library of Franze, has just been promoted to be librarian. 


The first list of subscriptions for a monument to be erected to Gounod 
bears testimony to the musical tastes of Jews.

GERMANY. 


The Jews in Berlin have lost one of their Jeading men by the death of 
Privy Commercial Councillor Solomon Lachmann, Inthe campaigns of 1864, 
1866 and 1870, the Prussian Government entrusted him with the important Army 
interests, and his services were recognised by numerous orders and other dis- 
tinctions.

Last year, 
when Herr Lachmann celebrated his 7Uth birthday, he gave away 100,000 marks 
for benevolent objects. His son is President of the Berlin Jewish community.

| They were both crimicals and fools, 

But there are ships that must needs sai\ 
to the end of the voyage with only the 
original stores, Come what may, they 
can't go back or putintoany port, Some 
are well found and others badly ; and so

At 
birth we sail on a voyage, which by rights 
ought to be seventy years long, But how 
many of uscontinue on the Sea of Life 
that long?
